"Te was a dirty and unsatisfactory fire from 2 
fireman's point of view, but the local fire 
fighters worked splendidly. Despite heat and 
smoke they fought 2 hopeless battle and in 
theirefforts they were ably helped by the blue- 
jackets and officers of H.M.S. Sonaventure 
and Peacock, A tribute of praise is due to,the

“THE HONGKONG 


A LEGEND OF SPION KO. 


The Daily TelegrapX tells this native legend 
of Spion Kop Many years since there died a 
celebrated Zulu chief. ‘At his funeral an enor- 
mous python put in an appearance. A’ youth- 
ful warrior, thirsting for glory, spran forward 
and struck the reptile, cutting its tail from its 
body.
